This is a budget committee of three, 
two of whom are elected by the peo- 
ple, and appropriations are made with 
consideration to the findings of the 
committee. 

Appropriations having been made 
the board of aldermen’s actual expen- 
ditures must be made by the chief of 
administration or under his directions 
by his assistants under his control. 
The com r, an independent offi- 
cer appointed by the people's repre- 
sentatives, the board of aldermen, 
must firat be shown that the expendi- 
ture means a dollar's worth of labor 
or goods before the dollar can be taken 
from the treasury 

Section 71 provides that the comp- 
troller “shall have the legal suyervis- 
ion and control of all the fiscal affairs 
of the city.” It shall be the du 
of the comptroller “to keep the books 
of account and to make all financial 
reports. His books shall also exhibit 
accounts and detailed statements of 

a'l moneys received and expended for 
account of the city by all ‘city offi- 
cers and other persons and of the 
property owned by the city and the 
income derived therefrom.’ Separate 
accounts must be kept of each appro- 
priation. He also checks all holders 
of franchises from the ciry. He, under 
section 72, audits all bills, claims and 
demands and must promptly report 
any .xisting shortage or discrepancy, 

Proof of Claims. 


He can require proof of all claims 
and may take evidence for or against 
any claim presented. Checks must be 
drawn by the head of the department 

and cuuntersigned by the comptroller, 
He makes a report each month and 
annually and must give a bond for the 
faithful performance of his duties. 

An independent aud‘* of the camp: 
troller and all other officers handling 
city property or spending city money 
is required “during each year,” sec- 
tion 25, and a full report must be 
made at the end of each year. 

Citizens may bring actions (Section 
121) to prevent the misuse of public 
funds. No alderman, officer or em- 


ployee can be interested in city con- | 


tracts (Section 123). 

Franchises cannot be granted for 
ten or more years unless by express 
vote of the people, nor can present 
franchises running longer than ten 
years be amended, without such ap- 
proval (Sections 112, 113). 

Check on Utilities. 

Utilities owned by the city must 
be checked by the comptroller to pro- 
tect the city from loss or theft and 
also so that it may be known what the 
operation of such utility is costing 
(Section 117). 

Taxes cannot be higher than one 
and a half er cent, except with the 
consent of the people. 

Last paragraph of Section 110: 
Accounts and records are open to pub- 
lic inspection (Section 122). 

The people have a final check on 
all employes though the recall and 
referendum and they may amend the 
charter when they see proper. See- 
tion 135 provides that charter amend- 
ments proposed by initiative shall be 
voted on and if so ordered by the 
vote, “the board of aldermen shall 
request and urge the passage of such 
amendment by the legislature.” 


HEALTH TALKS 
BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE GREAT LIVING FICTION. 
Doctors are nearly as gullible as 


people. You would be surprised, and 
I do not mean to surprise you, to 
know how many second-rate physi- 
cians still betray their patients by 
ordering or prescribing concoctions of 
which they, the physicians, know 
nothing except the vague and often 
false information the exploiters of the 
connections impart. Some of these 
second-faters who use their patients 
in this shameléss way are popularly 
regarded as great specialists or physi- 
cians; some of them are professors 
in medical colleges and noted authors 
of medical textbooks. I say doctors 


are about as gullible as folks. 
Some doctors still tacitly approve 


if they do not actually prescribe the 


use of calomel as a cathartic. Long 
ago, before the era of physiology and 
before the invention of modern in- 
struments of precision, there was a 
general belief that calomel had some 
special effect on the liver; that it 
stimulated the secretion or flow of 
bile, and that it was, therefore, a 
good remedy in all sorts of cases in 
which a “torpid” or inactive liver 
was fancied to be an important fea- 
ture. The few doctors who now sanc- 
tion the use of calomel as a cathartie 
endeavor to support t their practice by 
ascribing to calomel some other ef- 
fect, such as a fancied “antiseptic” 
action in the intestine—all of which 
is insignificant. Doctors or folks 
who use calomel today as a cathartic, 
use it because they imagine it in- 
creates the secretion or flow of bile, 
which it certainly does not do.

The composite charter provides 1 
most elaborate and efficient system of 
checking and accounting for the city’s 
funds. It is far superior to the pres- 
ent system as well as to the system 
‘contained in the Watkins charter. The 
system contained in the composite 
charter is as follows: 

All money paid to the city, by what- 
ever person for whatever purpose, is 
pat to the city tax collector, who is 

eavily bonded. The tax collector is 

required to, give a receipt for every 
collection he receives, showing the 
purpose for which the payment was 
made. The tax collector is required 
to make a daily reprot to the director 
of finance of collections received that 
day, and to accompany this report by 
duplicate receipt stubs. Thus every 
dollar he receives must be accounted 
for at the close of each day’s business 
and with the report must go the re- 
ceint stubs as corroboration. 

The director.of finance is made re- 
sponsible for the custody of city funds 
and is heavily bonded. He may de- 
posit the funds in designated banks, 
in which event the banks shall be 
bonded, or he may designate a treas- 
urer to perform the depositing func- 
tion. in which event the treasurer 
shall be bonded. 

Authorization of Council. 

o money shall be expended and no 
indebtedness shall be incurred by any 
department, or head of a department, 
except in accordance with specific ap- 
propriation authorized by the city 
council. When a claim is presented 
for payment of money by the city, 
such claim shall be audited and ap- 
proved by the head of the depart- 
ment to which it is presented, and 
his voucher drawn on the director of 
finance shall show such audit and 
approval, .The voucher goes to the 
chief of accounts, heavily bonded, who 
audits the same, charges it against the 
particular appropriation from which 
the money is to be drawn, and ap- 
proves the voucher for final submis- 
sion to the director of finance. The 
director of finance then draws his 
warrant for payment of the voucher. 

These are the safeguards thrown 
around the collection and disburse- 
ment of the city’s funds. Now as to 
the safeguards thrown around appro 
priations: 

The. composite’ charter creates a 
budget committee composed of the 
mayor, the president of the counci! 
and the director of finance. The com- 
mittee is required to make each year, 
at the beginning of the year, an esti- 
mate of the city’s expected revenues 
during that current year, and an esti- 
mate of appropriations for the sev- 
eral departments, and the latter esti- 
mate must not exceed the former. 

The city council in making appro- 
priations is required to stay within 
the estimate of revenue made by the 
committee. Council can appropriate 
the estimated revenue in whatever 
manner it sees fit, giving to each de- 
partment what it thinks their respect- 
ive requirements justify. But the 
council cannot exceed the estimated 
revenue in making appropriations. It 
can appropriate less than the esti- 
mated revenue, but cannot appropriate 
more, 


Committee Respensible. 

The budget committee is made re- 
sponsible for staying within the city’s 
revenue, when they make their esti: 
mate; the council is made responsi 
ble for staying within the estimate. 
Thus there cannot be, without lia- 
bility, an- aggregate appropriation in 
excess of the city’s revenue. 

The council is required to employ 
certified public accountants to make 
a continuous audit of the books of all 
departments, the books of the chief 
of aceounts and of the director of 
finance. A continuous audit is not 
one where the auditor comes along 
at stated intervals, when‘ all parties 
concerned are ready for him. It is 
an audit where any man’s books are 
liable to be audited any day. It is 
the kind of audit used in all large 
business concerns. 

Neither the present charter nor the 
Watkins charter provides such -safe- 
guards. The composite charter does 
not claim to be able to prevent hu- 
man dishonesty, but it does throw such 
checks around the city’s money that 
any embezzlement will be discovered

Though it may seem incredible to 
the unenlightened reader, eless 
it is the scientific truth that one-may 
more certainly increase the action of 
thelungs by means of medicine than 
he can the action of the liver.

In all collections, save as to one 
department, the city uses the tripli- 
cate check system; that is, there are 
three receipts or entries for every dol- 
lar paid. For instance, when you go 
to pay your taxes the assessor turns 
to a page, finds your name, tears out 
a duplicate receipt or entry, leaving 
one.in the book. This duplicate re- 
ceipt is carried to the tax collector, 
who receives your check, signs one of 
the receipts or coupons, which he 
hands to you, retaining the other for 
his office. 


Both the tax assessor’ and the tax | 


collector report daily to the comptrol- 
ler, who checks over both reports. 
These reports are made up from the 
coupons retained in each office. The 
totals must correspond. Thus there 
is a daily audit. 
is reduced to a minimum. 

The one excepted department is 
that of ‘waterworks. The great 
majority of payments are small in 
amounts. Here the bill with coupon 
is sent or mailed to the user. He 
takes same to the tax collector, pays 
his water bill and leaves the coupon. 
This plan was adopted because of the 
vast number of users and the delay 
caused in making payments under the 
triplicate system. There is no daily 
audit as to these payments, but the 
water department and the comptroller 
know about what the receipts should 
be, and when they fail to show up, 
they detect the delay, and in addition 
all of the bills are completely checked 
once a month, so that any irregularity 
is at once discovered. 

Approved. by Bureau. 

The coupon system has been ap- 
proved by the census bureau of the 
United States, the highest authority 
in such matters. From time to time 
the city has an audit. At the last 
audit the examiners found everything 
in order and were so pleased with 
the system that they installed it in 
‘other cities. 

As ‘to finances, the present charter 
provides that when the three tax as- 
sessors complete their assessments for 
the year, the estimate of total receipts 
from taxation on real estate is turned 
over to the comptroller and the finance 
committee, and together the comptrol- 
ler and the finance committee make 
an estimate of receipts from all 
sources, including taxation on per- 
sonal property, waterworks receipts, 
business licenses and receipts from all 
other sources. 

The finance committee then, assist- 
ed by the comptroller, early in Janu- 
ary each year, makes a complete sur- 
vey of the city’s needs for the year, 
and distributes and apportions the es- 
timated receipts to the various city 
departments. This results in what is 
known as the finance sheet or the 
budget. It is well to call attention 
to the fact that while the national 
government and the state government 
have for the past few years been 
struggling with suggestions looking to 
the establishment of budget systems. 
so necessary in connection with the 
administration of governmental af- 
fairs, the city of Atlanta has been 
operating under a complete and thor- 
ough budget system for so many years 
that people take it as a matter of 
course and have forgotten that we 
were ever without such a system. 
Does this. look like inefficiency or a 
lack of proper business control or a 
failure to apply business principles to 
the administratiaqn of our city affairs? 

The Budget System. 


| 


Coming back to the practical oper- 
ation of ‘the budget system, the char- 
ter makes illegal any expenditure be- 
yond the sum apportioned to the par- 
ticular object or department in the 
budget. No resolution providing for 
the expenditure of money can be con- 
sidered by council unless it specifies 
the fund from which it is proposed 
to get the money, and further, unless 
such fund has the amount called for. 
No money can be spent unless a fund 
has been provided by vote of the coun- 
cil and aldermen, voting separately, 
and approved by the mayor. Further- 
more, as an additional safeguard, any 
two councilmen can have the resolu- 
tion held up for two weeks, and when 
the resolution gets to the aldermen one 
alderman can hold it up for another 
two weeks. 

It would seem that these provisions 
and these checks exhaust the capacity 
of the human mind. It would be dif- 
ficult to improve the system, but ill- 
advised changes could easily impair 
the system and the security. The sys- 
tem has been tested by time and ex- 
perience. Do not surrender it for 
some new and untried experiment. 

Our present plan has been in oper- 
ation for forty-eight years, and no of- 
ficial, even if so inclined, has been 
able to get away with a dollar of the 
city’s money without detection and 
without prompt: restitution. How 
many private business concerns can 
show such a record?

New York, May 10.—Flung out; Belasco, 


from the facade of an old brown 
stone front in the Forties is a pebbly 
gilt sign heralding “The Stage Door 
Inn.“ It is the last stand of the 
chorus lady. Here with wearied eyes 
that catch no sparkle from myriad- 
blazoned lights she stands white- 
capped and white-aproned cast by 
trick of time to play the part of 
waitress. 

About the dining room is the rapid 
hum of diners, mostly stage folk. And 
girls who valiantly hide - twitching 
lipsand struggling tears, wait on ta- 
bles for small salaries and tips. The 
inn is a co-opreateive scheme to help 
jobless stage folk better over lean 
days while waiting for better times. 

The menus try to make the girls 
feel they are not serving maids, and 
announces the names at each table 
as hostesses. Every day there is an 
entire new crew, and the waiting list 
runs into the hundreds, giving an idea 
of the deplorable lack of employment 
in the theater. 

The hat check girls, the cashiers 
and the kitchen helpers are all girla 
who have had their dazzzling hours in 
the glare of the spotlight's flood. They 
come to work in molting fur coats and 
last season’s shabby finery, and bring 
their Pekes and Poms. Many men 
they serve have waited for them at 
stage doors in the past. 

The little brunette who waited at 
the table I occupied was in the front 
row of a musical hit last year. It was 
evident that she was trying to be 
brave while nursing the unconquerable 
hope. “I don’t care, just so the folks 
don’t find it out. They think I’m a 
leadingf lady, and the only thing I 
lead is Fifi, my dog,” she said. 

In the basement of the house is 1 
shop where they sell needlework made 
by the jobless girls. On the floor 
above the inn are manicure and hair- 
dressing parlars. The evening I was

Robert H. Whitten, consultant to 
the commission, said that following 
the “own your home” exposition the 
reed for regulating subdivisions will 
be emphasized’ more than ever. 


The statement of the planning com- | 


mission is as follows: 

“The city planning commission gave 
notice of its intention to strictly en- 
force the state statute requiring the 
commission’s approval of all plats of 
land subdivisions. This applies not 
only to subdivisions within the city 
of Atlanta but to those located any- 
where in Fulton county with six miles 
of the city limits. This control is 
exercised for the protection of lot buy- 
ers and the public generally. 

Each subdivider of land into streets 
and lots must have a careful survey 
of his property made and have a care- 
fully prepared plat recorded in the 
office of the clerk of the superior 
court. This plat before being re- 
ceived must have the approval of the 
planning commission and the general 
council. Any person who sells lots 
without having his plat approved and 
recorded is subject to a fine. 

„From now on the operator who 
subdivides land into streets and lots 
must do so with due regard to the 
public interest in the continuation of 
existing streets, the widening of major 
traffic routes; the establishment of 
uniform building lines and lot widths, 
and the appropriate improvement of 
adioining properties. 

“The commission helieves that the 
time to plan a citv is at the time ft 
is originally subdivided into streets 
and lots. The city is spreading out 80 
ranidly that if this control over new 
subdivisions is exercised, there will 
scon be a_ very large, well vlanned 
area in which the haphazard atreet 
layout which handicaps most of the 
present built up sections will happily 
he lacking.”

WATKINS ASSAILS 
LAW IN BUSINESS 


St. Louis, Mo., May 9.—(Special.)

The 
general ideas proposed by that bill 
are similar to those of the original 
proponents of the act creating the 
federal trade commission. Such a 
bill, if passed, will be helpful to all 
legitimate co-operative organizations 
and this association shall be glad to 
see a law that will permit the useful 
8 of this and similar organiza- 
ions. 


To Bar Monopoly 
In Sugar Trade 


New York, May 9.—After twelve 
years of involved legal fighting, the 


sugar trust. 

The end of the sugar case Tuesday 
was a mere formality—the real victory 
having been achieved last December, 
when the attorneys for the sugar in- 
terests agreed to the tentative form 
of dissolution decree which has just 
n e tered on the court of records 
here. 

It means that the principal sugar 
refinin g concerns in the United States 
are barred from combining to fix 
prices or control output or from op- 
erating as one concern through the in- 
terlocking directorate device. 

The action, started in 1910, was 
halted several years ago pending de- 
cisions from the United States su- 

reme court on the steel trust and 

nternational Harvester cases involv- 
ing similar points in the Sherman anti- 
trust law. From the outcome of these 
suits it was apparent to the attorneys 
for the sugar interests that they prob- 
ably would lose if they attempted to 
carry their defense through to the su- 
preme court. 

Accordingly, they went to the de- 
partment of justice at Washington 
last December, and with Attorney- 
General Daugherty, agreed upon the 
form of the decree which was official- 
5 made a matter of record here Tues- 

y. 

This decree, filed in federal court 
by Judges Rogers, Hough and Man- 
ton, specifically enjoins the American 
Sugar Refining company from increas- 
ing its present holdings of 25 per 
cent in the stock of the National 
Sugar Refining company, of New Jer- 
sey, and its comparatively small in- 
terests in the Great Western Sugar 
compary and the Michigan Sugar com- 
pany. 

It also provides that the American 
Sugar Refining company can not 
elect as its own officers or directors 
any officials connected: with any of 
these three companies, thus breaking 
up the interlocking directorate in the 
sugar industry permanently, 

Attoi neys for the sugar interests, 
when they agreed to the tentative de- 
erees last December, stated their cli- 
ents had already complied with these 
stipulations, having decided that to 
fight the case further was useless in 
view of the decisions of the higher 
courts in the other anti-trust cases

In their strain for picturesqueness 
irresponsible newspaper men find “a 
beautiful movie girl” in every woman 
who has worked even one day at a 
studio typewriter, and has fallen fou! 
of some news event—even though it 
may be years after her brief employ- 
ment.

do the world over, many persons claim 


to be in motion pictures, who, in real 
fact. have never seen the inside of a 
studio; or who at best may have

SECOND CHAPTER 

ON BLUE RIBBON 
CHKYSANTHEMUMS. 

BY MRS. E. P. CRENSHAW. 


Chrysanthemums should be planted 
some time during the month of Apri 
in our southern climate. ‘The very hot 
sun later in the season causes the 
plants to drop and die unless well 
shaded and watered. 

If soil is very poor broadcast gome 
well rotted manure on it and then 
plow or spade very deep, say 6 or 8 
iuches deep—the deeper the better. 

Lay off rows 4 feet apart and put 
plante 3 feet apart in the rows. 

Fine results have been obtained by 
putting some manure in furrows and 
then bedding on it as the farmers say, 

No more manure or commercial fer- 
tilizee must be used until last of June 


or first of July. ‘Too much fertilizer 
makes the plant go to “bush. 
Tillage is all the manure necessary 


for the first two months and all this 
tillage must be done between the rows 
of plants. The roots of this plant 
grow very near the surface, therefore 
oniy loosen the soil near the plants. 
A small rake can be used for this pur- 
pose. 

About the first of July put manure 
between rows and be sure it is not too 
near the plant; water should be ap- 
plied in the furrows between rows. 

Plants can be topped before plant- 
ing, or if you prefer this can’ be done 
after the plants have a good start at 
growing. This topping makes the 

lant branch out. A plant will usual- 
y send out from three to five 
branches. Leave them on the plant, 
for by so doing you will have a bloom 
at the end of each branch or limb. 

These limbs must be tied to a stake 
when they are about one foot high. 
You can use the common laths from 
the lumber yard as stakes. 

Piow or spade between rows every 
ten days and put manure between 
rows every two weeks. 

Be sure and change fertilizer for 
chrysanthemums do not like the same 
diet all the time. One time use cow 
manure, the next time use the drop- 
pings from the poultry yard, then use 
sheep manure and also use some sul- 
phate of ammonia. 

When small buds begin to form 
commence liquid manure between 


the fertilizers I have previously used. 
Mix them all together in a tub and 
use every week or twice a week is 

Now when the flower buds begin to 
form is the time to get real busy, for 
they form very fast and plenty of 
them. They form in what we call 
“crown buds” and ~ clusters called 
“terminals.” The crown buds come 
earlicr and the terminals later in the 
season. 

The crown bud is a bud standing 
nione and a terminal is a cluster of 
buds. The middle bud in this cluster 
is the right one to leave for the bloom 
of some varieties. I have found that 
most yellows grow a larger bloom 
from crown buds, while the pink va- 
rieties will grow a better bloom from 
a terminal bud. These rules are only 
generally speaking, for, as I have said, 
each variety often wants individ- 
nal” treatment when it comes to tak- 
ing a flower bud. 

All buds forming in June should be 
inched off because they are false 
uds and form a very imperfect flower 

. — produce nothing at all. 

rysanthemum growers should ex- 
perizcent with disbudding. On the 
same plant leave a crown bud and 3 
terminal bud and in this way they can 
prove the best bud to leave for the 
flower. Actual experience is the 
thing needed. Keep a record of your 
work, for memory is a fickle thing to 
rely on when it comes to disbudding a 
chrysanthemum,

New York, May 9.—To those who watch the stock market closely | 
without taking part, the same seems very much like watching football x 
from the side line. For day after day recently traders working for an 
advance were able to get prices higherly merely by bucking the line. 
Then came the time when ground could be gained in this way no longer. 
For a whole week, despite the milling by pool leaders who wanted to 
see higher prices, the market stood still. Then there was a try at kick 
the field. But the ball was lost. After twenty-six 
consecutive million-share days for five-hour sessions, the market drop- 
ped yesterday below the million-share market. That was the signal for 
the other side to take the ball. : 

It did. * 

Today was another million-share day, but with the bears instead 
of the bulls in possession of the ball. There were more converts today © 
from the bull to the bear side of the stock market than for any day 
since the upward price movement began to hesitate. It was on Satur- 
day, April 29, that the great spring rise of 1922 terminated. That is . 
now plain by looking back. From the side line it appears that thé stock 
market has outrun the improvement in general trade, and the improve- © 
ment in the money market. Few people here believe that the high prices 
for 1922 have yet been reported. It is also hard to find those who are 


4 | of the opinion that any great setback is now immediately ahead. There 


are now plenty of people in Wall street, however, who do believe that 
there is a traders’ market ahead, with the price trend downward. 

A number of the big traders in Wall street who made money on the 
short side of the stock market last year, and who began to get bullish 3 
in the late summer or early autumn, have within the past few days 
again turned to the short side. y 

Wall street, that is the speculative element, pretended today to be 
greatly alarmed over the prospects for a smash-up at the Genoa con- 
terence. That, however, was not the reason for today's decline in the 3 
stock market.

Mr. Bryan explained the merits of 
the city manager plan, declaring that 
it had been indorsed by former Pres- 
ident Woodrow Wilson and other lead- 
ers of democratic thought. He told 
of its success in a large number of 
cities ranging in size from the small- 
est class to as large a city as Cleve- 
land, Ohio. He expressed disapproval 
of many of the features of the present 
charter and of the proposed Choate 
charter. : 

Mr. Greer was presented, and dis- 
avowed any intention of coming to 
Atlanta to offer any criticism of the 
proposed new charter and of the old 
charter. He said he came as a guest 
of the Society of Engineers, and had 
agreed to make a talk telling of the 
success of the city manager feature 
of the Watkins-Atlanta plan at the 
request of representatives of the 
League of Women Voters. 

“The city manager plan is not a 
one-man plan by any means, and I 
want you to take this into considera- 
tion when I talk of what has been 
done at Tallahassee. Im only one 
of the hired hands, and if I don’t 
make good the city commission can 
fire me instantly. When I first was 
called to Tallahassee I had been serv- 
ing as city manager at Bryan, Texas, 
and the results accomplished there 
had attracted nation-wide attention. 
When I went to Tallahassee I had 
never seen the place before. I had 
no friends there and no enemies. 

“The public utilfties of Tallahassee 
had been operating at a monthly loss 
of 81.500. The city was bankrupt 
and the mayor had resigned. After I 
had taken charge as city manager the 
city cleared in its first month’s oper - 
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* 
patters the mayor termed as “rot 
handed out to the people of Atlanta.” 
Mayor Key declared the Hemlockers 
couldn’t dominate the city if they 
wanted to, pointing out that the south 
sido has all the wards but four and 
a vest majority in council.

Washington, May 9,—Alexander E. 
Robertson, British war hero and al- 


leged lover of Mary Culberson, daugh- 
ter of the millionaire Texas senator, 
has visitsaf the British embassy here 
and laid his case before Counsellor 
Craigie. 

His fears that he would again be 
“kidnaped” because of his affection 
for the senator’s daughter, once he 
set foot in Washington, seem to have 
been groundless.

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Coal Operators 
Foresee Victory 
In Mine Strike 


New York, May 9.—Coal opera- 
tors are predicting that the strike in 
the bituminous industry “will 
smashed before July 1,” J. D. A. Mor- 
row, vice president of the National 
Coal association, asserted during an 
address before the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers here today. 

Non-union mines are producing 
4,000,000 tons a week, he announced, 
and are daily increasing their output 
toward the 8,000,000 weekly tonnage 
required to supply the national needs. 
The present available supply of 
bituminous coal, Mr. Morrow placed 
at 47,000,000 tons. 

In West Virginia, he said, “prac- 
tically as much coal is being mined 
by non-union men during this strike 
as was mined during a similar pe- 
riod by both union and non-union 
in the state in 1920.“ 

One hundred and nineteen mines 
are now operating in West Virginia 
alone, he said. 

Mr. Morrow declared the operators 
are opposed to any form of nation- 
alization of the coal industry.
